The Species of Group II are distinct in that simply binding 
affinity increase does not require the in-vivo cell practice such 
as cell membrane transport and intracellular binding 
considerations of the gene expression inhibition specie. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art because of 
their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper.
